this development is wrong in its present location. The Selectmen 
in other towns publicly state their opposition and threaten law 
suits to support the residents who will be affected by these 
developments. As Mike Couture has mentioned the numerous 
facts about wetland and buffer zone infringements, flooding, 
destroying a wild life habitat, and violating the abutters and 
downstream residents of the ability to keep and protect their 
property has to raise concern from our Selectmen. The Selectmen 
are the authority that the state looks to for guidance on issues 
involving Mattapoisett. 

The Standard-Times has very seldom covered 
Mattapoisett with any regularity. Most of the reporters would 
rather make phone calls to get the story than attend meetings. 
Why wasn't the Conservation Commission's (ConCom) hearing 
on The Regatta covered in the newspaper? No reporter was 
present. Maybe if our Selectmen would take a stand and do 
what the residents and voters want them to do, this might stir 
up a story. 

This whole scenario is ideal for The Regatta. Support 
from the Selectmen, no adverse reporting that the Mattapoisett 
residents do not want The Regatta. The only winner is Mr. 
Lanagan, the loser is Mattapoisett and its residents, the Town 
Beach, future sewage capacity, and a budget supporting The 
Regatta that the town should not have to pay for. 

The Board of Selectmen have to support the wishes of 
the community who put them there. Even Paul Lambalot has to 
have feelings for the voters who elected him. Maybe Barry 
Denham is looking for sub-contracting work in the construction 
of The Regatta, or maybe not. That leaves Ray Andrews to 
comment. We have to have a public statement from our Select- 
men, or maybe no one is running for re-election? 

Between the Bike Path, the rebuilding of the Town 
Dock, the renovating of the schools, and The Regatta, the 
Selectmen have had a full plate. Still, this is the position they 
were voted to hold and represent to voters. 

It is too bad the Board of Health cannot participate, 
because The Regatta would not have proceeded this far. 
Granted, the town would have a law suit on its hands, but in the 
end because of the all the wrongs, the town would prevail. This

4. Individuals or couples who never have and don't 
currently have the prospect of substantial income.

Mr. Maclnnis, asking Selectmen for another meeting to gather 
his facts. However, Mr. Maclnnis had a point. What kind of 
grasp does Mr. Kelleher have on the matter if he needs more 
time to gather information? 

Mr. Maclnnis' property, abutting the proposed path, is 
one of many that would be taken by eminent domain for the 
path. He would lose a portion of it as would Jim and Barbara 
Hubbard (the chunk of their land is sizeable and would virtually 
destroy their yard), therefore these individuals have a right to be 
concerned. A parking lot has been suggested. For what? To lure 
riders from other sections of the state to enjoy what town 
residents have to fork out money to maintain, for police patrols 
and rubbish disposal? With all of the other town projects coming 
into focus, imagine the tax bills. Does the town really need this 
path? 

What Mr. Maclnnis brought up was the escalating costs 
of the path. Once it was $880,000 obtained through efforts of 
State Representative William Straus (D-Mattapoisett) through 
the state legislature. Now, Mr. Maclnnis said the cost is $1.4 to 
$1.6 million. And that is only for three phases. Then, there is the 
fourth phase, still unfunded. Mr. Maclnnis, a dominant speaker, 
said the town would have to shell out between $111,868 and 
$147,839 for its share for three phases. 

Mr. Maclnnis said he and other abutters were not 
notified about the meetings that took place concerning the 
project and the eminent domain proceedings that will turn yards 
into parking lots. He also cited the bike paths in the other towns, 
such as Fairhaven, and the East Bay Bike Path in Rhode Island, 
as being a gathering spot for rapists, molestors, pedophiles, and 
said he had the police reports to back his statements. Also, he 
questioned the right of way through the YMCA property and

whether the YMCA would want to risk having perverts roaming 
the bike path. 

Selectman Barry Denham said he was still trying to 
figure out the costs for the path, adding that the cost of police 
patrols has not been entered. He said: "I'm upset that voters 
have been sold a lot for very little. What kind of assurances do 
we have with the YMCA? We're not going to build a path that 
will stop at Neck Road." Mr. Maclnnis is seeking to insert an 
article (wisely so) to rescind the initial Town Meeting vote on the 
path land-taking by eminent domain. 

If there are legal battles over the land-taking — Mr. 
Maclnnis assured the Selectmen there would be — then the 
town is also faced with having to pay for legal help in the 
matter. Is it worth it? Residents have walked and biked along 
said path for years and it hasn't invited perverts to partake of 
the trail by making it more accessible. Mr. Maclnnis didn't dilute 
his words, as politicians do, but struck out at the plans for the 
path, saying: "You've been deceived (to Selectmen), just as 
voters have been deceived." 

Barry Cunningham, an abutter to the path and a 
member of the Bike Path Committee, said the townspeople have 
a right to know that they are buying "three-quarters of a car" 
and $1.3 to $1.4 million doesn't "even get us there." He also

• Rochester Fields - Lhe Land Lrust has a tenta- 
tive agreement with a Rochester resident to sign a long- 
term, renewable lease on the fields they own on New 
Bedford Road. Lhey're suffering from severe neglect and 
"volunteer" cedar trees and underbrush. Lhe agreement 
states the field would be slowly returned to pasture for 
grazing beef cattle. Lhis would be a "win-win" arrange- 
ment, keeping the field productive and agricultural while 
leaving the wooded sections for naturalistic enjoyment.

HOLIDAY DANGERS 

What are the most serious holiday dangers to my pet? 
The most common problem associated with pets and the 
Christmas season is the ingestion of tinsel by cats. The tinsel 
may become lodged in the intestine. The most common 
symptom is frequent vomiting over a short period of time. 
I have heard poinsettias are poisonous. How dangerous are they? 
When eaten, poinsettias cause irritation to the tongue and 
other tissues of the mouth and possibly the stomach. Thus 
they cause discomfort but probably not severe illness. 
How dangerous is chocolate for pets? 
Chocolate is a dose related poison as is coffee. A small 
amount of chocolate is not dangerous, however, when a 10 
pound poodle eats a pound of bakers chocolate, the dogs life 
may be jeopardized. Early signs of chocolate poisoning are 
shaking and hyperactivity.

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Ring Leaj

The Lord oftheRings:The Fellowship oftheRing. Starring 
Elijah Wood, Ian McKellen, and Viggo Mortensen. 
Directed by Peter Jackson. Running time: 178 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 
All right, everyone can relax now — and I mean that both 
ways: the first of the three Lord of the Rings movies has emerged 
triumphant, but it's not going to alter the course of mankind (it's 
just a movie, folks). The wildly ambitious (and, fortunately, just as 
wildly talented) New Zealand director Peter Jacksonhas delivered 
what everyone should have been delivering for years: a good 
story well- told, a massive adventure painted in strokes bold and 
subtle on a vast canvas. I expected no less from him, though I 
come to The Fellowship of the Ring as a Jackson fan, not so much a 
J.R.R. Tolkien devotee (I last read the books, oh, twenty years 
ago), and this wouldn't be my favorite Jackson film — second or 
third, maybe. 

Given his biggest piggy bank ever and almost three hours in 
which to sprawl, Jackson still has to speed through the book. 
Invariably, when he does dawdle, he dawdles over fairly 
uninteresting stuff; no matter how much golden light he throws 
onto the Elves, for instance, they're still pretty boring folk. Jackson's 
at his best here working with dark colors — the corrupt wizard 
Saruman (Christopher Lee), who's building an arm] 7 of half -man, 
half-Ore creatures; the truly frightening Ringwraiths, who bring 
a shiver of dread into the movie every time they ride in on their 
black and shrieking horses; the various monster-movie obstacles, 
including a giant troll and the much-beloved-by-Tolkien-fans 
beastie the Balrog, with its ferocious whip of flame. Not to 
mention the chief Big Bad — Sauron, whose tainted ring sets the 
plot in motion. 

Pitted against all this evil are a motley crew of four hobbits, 
a wizard, an Elf, a dwarf, and a couple of regular guys. (No girls 
allowed in this Fellowship, though Jackson — to the 
disgruntlement of many purists — has given Liv Tyler's Elf 
character Arwen a slightly more active role than in the book.) 
Frodo Baggins (Elijah Wood), who has inherited the 
aforementioned ring from his uncle Bilbo (Ian Holm), must take 
it to Mount Doom and destroy it; the wise and mighty wizard 



Gandalf (Ian McKellen) has advised Frodo never to wear the ring 
— its corruptive power is too great — but of course on several 
occasions it finds its way onto his finger. It's a proactive ring — 
it can even adjust itself to fit any finger. 

As the first act in a trilogy, Felloivship is all set-up and quest. 
It inevitably suffers from reverse been- there-done- that; Jackson is 
competing not only with fan devotion to the books, but with all 
the Tolkien rip-off s and knock-of fs of the last fifty years, including 
a quarter-century of role-playing games. I grew bored with 
Dungeons & Dragons by age 14 or so, so it's a testament to 
Jackson's skill that I was with the film throughout, given that it 
often plays like a D & D game writ large. The proceedings are a 
bit more solemn than usual from the previously prankish Jackson, 
though he still manages to sneak in some humor: the bumbling 
hobbits Pippin (Billy Boyd) and Merry (Dominic Monaghan); the 
very tall Gandalf' s trouble adjusting to the very small Bilbo's 
hobbit-hole; the perpetually snoopy Samwise (Sean Astin); a 
dwarf one-liner that, I'm certain, did not come from the books. 

Jackson also, it must be said, conjures the most potent major- 
motion-picture magic in years. The landscapes get a tad too 
pictorial in the tradition of bad '70s folk album covers, but when 
Gandalf breaks out his enchanted fireworks for Bilbo's 111th 
birthday party, you feel that this is what dazzlement was always 
meant to be, and that what we know as fireworks today are just 
a weak dilution of the age of sorcery. When the swords and 
arrows come out, as they frequently do, so does Jackson's love of 
hack-and-slash; the fearless men of the Fellowship, Aragorn 
(Viggo Mortensen) and the conflicted Boromir (Sean Bean), speed 
into the fight with full-blooded battle lust — the spectacle is all the 
more thrilling for packing an emotional charge. Fellowship is a big 
one, with two more to come; if some part of me isn't all the way 
into the story Jackson has chosen, I'll still definitely be back to see 
what else he does with it.

#3 through #7 plastic containers; 

Metal cans (all cans, tin foil, and cooking tins), but no window 
frames, lawn furniture, or paint /aerosol cans; 
Glass bottles and jars (clear, green, brown bottles for soda, beer 
and wine, also mayonnaise and baby food), but no opaque or 
blue glass, no ceramic or plate glass; 

Newspapers (including those with Sunday supplements), but 
no soiled, wet newspapers, no magazines or catalogs, no phone 
books, paper bags, or cardboard. 

Please note that all containers must be thoroughly 
cleaned, all caps, rings, lids and styrofoam labels must be 
removed (paper labels may stay on), and you should place 
containers in bag to protect against weather but do not tie the 
bag closed! 

Mattapoisett residents may also drop off their recy- 
clable materials at any time at the transfer station from Tuesday 
through Saturday, 8:00 am to 3:00 pm. The following items are 
accepted at the transfer station: 

• Yard Waste (including grass clippings, leaves ... all FREE of 
charge), however there is a charge for logs, stumps and 
branches; 

• Appliances (including air conditioners, refrigerators, stoves, 
hot water tanks, washer/ dryers, and the like), fee is $10 per 
item; 

• Scrap Metal (including car fenders and bumpers), but no gas 
tanks or whole cars. There is a charge per carload/ truckload; 

• Car Batteries (taken FREE of charge and must be checked with 
attendant for storage area). Tires and paint are also taken once 
per year (please consult The Wanderer for date and times). 

Remember, you haven't truly recycled until you buy 
products made with materials you place at the curbside or drop- 
off. For a brochure about buying recycled products, please call 
the DEPs Infoline at 1-800-462-0444.

It's that time of year again — time for a reasonably complete 
(given that not every 2001 movie has been widely released as of 
this writing) list of what ruled and what drooled this year. My list 
is my own, and does not pretend to be the definitive one; your 
mileage may vary. 

• TOP TEN BEST MOVIES OF 2001 

10. THE OTHERS — Director-to-watch Alejandro Amenabar 
had a well-deserved sleeper hit with this quietly atmospheric 
creepshow. 

9. THE PLEDGE — Sean Penn and Jack Nicholson reunited for 
another gnarled and honest portrait of a conflicted loner. 
8. SEXY BEAST — Ben Kingsley took this Brit crime drama to 
another level, but don't overlook Ray Winstone's soft-bodied 
straight man. 

7. HANNIBAL — Forget the critics — the return of Hannibal 
Lecter was good news for anyone starved for great movie villains. 
Ridley Scott delivered a stylish, Argento-flavored Jacobean riff 
worthy of the esteemed doctor from Baltimore. 
6. THE MAN WHO WASN'T THERE — Billy Bob Thornton is 
the hilariously deadpan immobile center of the Coens' latest 
homage to the way Hollywood used to make 'em. 
5. MEMENTO — Does it all click together? Who cares? Assured 
storytelling and pitch-perfect work from the three leads made 
this the most satisfying puzzle movie since The Usual Suspects. 
4. MULHOLLAND DRIVE — It goes pretty wacky near the end, 
but what else did you expect from a David Lynch movie? Even 
when the film hurtles off the rails of narrative, Lynch's dream 
logic holds you fast. 

3. GINGER SNAPS — Criminally overlooked, this is the finest 
horror movie in many years, with performances by Katharine 
Isabella (as a surly teen who runs afoul of a werewolf) and Emily 
Perkins (as her younger but smarter sister) that deserve to be 
career-making. 

2. WAKING LIFE — Richard Linklater's fanciful dreambook is 
about people who live in their heads, and at the end the director 
himself speaks for the importance of getting out of one's head and 
waking up into life. Fantastic eye candy with zesty, sometimes 
arguable philosophy at its center, this all-talk wonder reminds 
you of what movies can do best. 

1. HEDWIG AND THE ANGRY INCH — One of the best 
multiple-hat directorial debuts since Citizen Kane (yes, I really did 
say that). John Cameron Mitchell delivers his off-Broadway 
sensation to the big screen without a snag, handing in the year's 
most electrifying acting /singing/ writing /directing performance. 
Oh, and it's about an East Berlin transsexual whose "sex change 
operation got botched," leaving her with "a Barbie-doll crotch." 
Of such unlikely material, fine art is sometimes made. This one's 
building a Rocky Horror-sized cult; rent it and see why. 

HONORABLE MENTIONS: Cameron Crowe's batty Vanilla 
Sky; Peter Jackson's huge, ambitious The Lord of the Rings: The 
Fellowship of the Ring; the charming Bridget Jones's Diary; the 
surprisingly entertaining A Knight's Tale; the brilliantly cast The 
Score; Kevin Smith's exuberant self -valentine Jay & Silent Bob 
Strike Back; the somber and worthwhile O; Tim Burton's Planet 
of the Apes remix, which was fun enough and didn't deserve such 
venom; and the better-than-they-had-to-be kiddie adventures 
Spy Kids and Harry Potter and the Sorcerer's Stone. 



SPECIAL HONORABLE MENTION: Tom Green's Freddy Got 
Fingered, the most unfairly savaged movie of this or perhaps any 
year. I'm not even a Tom Green fan, and I enjoyed it for what it 
was — a self-consciously twisted psychotherapy session. The 
"Daddy, would you like some sausage" bit still kills me; Rip Torn 
is a towering obscene comedy giant here, as always; and the 
sweetly libidinous presence of Marisa Coughlan — the definition 
of "good sport" — gentles the sick shenanigans and lends them 
some hint of feeling.

10. 15 MINUTES — A callous, callow blowhard movie trying too 
hard to be a "biting media satire." Of course it also plays by all the 
Hollywood rules, thus becoming part of the problem. 
9. VALENTINE — What was this, the twenty -fourth reminder of 
why slasher movies died in the '80s? This had no business being 
anything other than a USA Original Movie. 
8. SAY IT ISN'T SO — The Farrelly brothers (who produced it 
and let their buddies write and direct it) came a cropper with this 
aggressively puerile farce that committed the gravest of bad-taste 
sins: it flirted with a taboo (incest) only to back away from it. 
7. K-PAX — Kevin Spacey wants to hug us all and make it better. 
Blech. Put a gun in his hand and let him be a brilliant snake again. 
6. HEARTS IN ATLANTIS — More bitter than bittersweet, this 
gaseous nostalgia piece shilled for our emotions by making 
Anthony Hopkins a noble psychic pursued by shadowy forces. 
They take far too long to catch up to him. 

5. SERENDIPITY — Or, how you can guiltlessly dump the 
person you're engaged to if you happen to meet someone you 
randomly met six years ago. 

4. MONKEYBONE — We expected better from Henry Selick, 
who gave form to Tim Burton's dreams in Nightmare Before 
Christmas; we certainly didn't expect a juvenile paean to flatulence 
and tumescence. 

3. GHOSTS OF MARS — Very possibly the worst thing John 
Carpenter will ever have his name on, unless he inscribes his 
signature onto cow flop. Then again, he already has. 
2. PEARL HARBOR — Thankfully we were spared a rousing 
post-September 1 1 re-release of this big fat anthem, but even back 
in May its adrenalized action-movie treatment of the day that 
lives in infamy, sandwiched by vast thick wedges of hackneyed 
romance, was in the worst imaginable taste. 
1. LARA CROFT: TOMB RAIDER — Angelina, Angelina, 
Angelina — you won the Oscar; that means you don't have to do 
this sort of thing any more, okay? Too many more missteps like 
this and you'll have to give the award back, I fear. 

DISHONORABLE MENTIONS: The only-in-it-for-the-money 
Jurassic Park HI; David Mamet's curiously lifeless caper film 
Heist and Steven Soderbergh's curiously lifeless caper film Ocean's 
Eleven (what happened to these guys?); Stallone's latest bid for 
continued worship, Driven; Ivan Reitman's Evolution, which 
suffered in comparison to his Ghostbusters in every way; the 
empty star vehicles The Mexican and Spy Game; and the worse- 
than-it-should've-been Training Day. 

SPECIALDISHONORABLEMENTION:StevenSpie\berg'sA.L: 
Artificial Intelligence, which could've been insanely great but 
instead went into a 150-minute free-fall, with the most awful non- 
ending in recent memory. Somewhere, Kubrick is either holding 
his head in anguish or cackling at the whippersnapper's folly.
